Preparing Wild Ducks 


Picton, Oct. 31—Wild ducks make 
& savoury change in the Fall menu, 
but many housewlves are aghast at 


If your husband {s an enthusiastic 
hunter and brings these birds home 
often, it is wel] to know a few short 
cuts in dressing them. 

Plucking wild ducks is easier if the 
ducks are plunged in @ pail of hot 
water. Cover the pall and let stand 
for fifteen minutes. Then remove 
from water and wrap birds in heavy 
towels to steam. 

After the feathers are plucked. 
using a small hand brush, brush hot 


‘paraffin wax over the entire sur-| 


face of the ducks. When this hard- 


ens, remove it, and all down comes 
off, leaving the birds clean. 

To remove some of the “wild flay- 
or”, soak the ducks, after they are 
cleaned, in a strong salt water solu- 
tion over/night, The next morning 
dry wel; stuff with savory dressing 
and roast In covered roaster. — 

A quicker method is to stuff ducks 
with sliced onions after cleaning 
them. Place in covered kettle of 
hot water and slimmer till tender— 
about two and one-half hours, Re- 
more from kettle, place ‘each duck 
on a shallow pan with a little bacon 
dripping, in hot oven, and brown. 
Dressing Is cocked in a baking dish 
to serve with the ducks,

Years ago a professor of sur- 
gery told his class, of which I was 
&@ member, that the more he saw 
of cancer the more he belleved it 
was due to some germ or organ- 
ism. ‘The professor of medicine 
and also the professor of pathology
